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Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 15-20 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. Compound claims have been elected and the elected species is ETM 
775. 

The claims have been renumbered 15-37 according to Rule 1.26. 

Claims 15, 18, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-2 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,316,214. This is a double 
patenting rejection. The presently elected compound is the same compound as claimed 
in '214. 

The elected claims further include compound species ETM 204 and 305 which 
are not fairly suggested or taught by the cited art. If rewritten in independent form, claim 
16 would be allowable. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 15, 17-18, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 
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The specification as originally filed does not teach any function of the claimed 
compound ETM 204. The compound was found in a mix of other compounds and 
isolated and characterized. But no activity of any sort of the compound is described. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Corey (5,721,362) teaches ecteinascidin compounds. 

Rinehart (5,985,876) teaches in claim 9 a compound that appears different from 
presently claimed ETM 775 but has the same designation. 
Rinehart (5,256,663, 5,478,932, 5,654,426) teach ecteinascidins.
